The fire fighters, who included 
hundreds of soldiers, were aided by 
an abtem ent of the wind, but ty no 
means had m astered ti e 'lam es, which 
many feared would not b-j conquered 
until they had burned out at the edge 
of Piedmont Park, a large open space 
In th** northeastern sec Hon of the city 
Scores of pretty homes in a com­ 
paratively new section of the city 
w ere blown up with dynam ite to stop 
the fire, but four hours of this work 
did not result In much success. The 
conflagration at night consumed home 
after home, more slowly than In the 
afternoon when driven by a high wind, 
but still moved forward relentlessly.

>et attained his 31st birthday. It ap­ 
plies to whites, negroes, aliens or 
alfin enemies, the sick and the well. 
the maimed and the decrepid. 
Ail 
m ust be registered. 
Any disabilities 
or infirm ities will be no excuse for 
not registering. 
Sheriff Nunn, under direction of the 
county selective draft board composed 
of County Judge Maloney and County 
Clerk Ferguson and himself, has notl 
fled all election judges to assem ble at 
the courthouse Saturday afternoon at 
2 o’clock for the purpose of taking the 
oath as registrars, and receive th eir 
supplies which are in the custody of 
Judge Maloney. The oath prescribes 
that they will discharge their d u t/ 
w ithout favoritism or choice. Cards 
are provided for the registration of 
every individual and these cards are 
to be filled out with the birth date, 
residence, color, race, disabilities if 
any and such inform ation aa the gov­ 
ernm ent want*. Blanks are supplied 
for sum m arizing the Information on 
the card*. 
Then the cards are sent 
to the state authorities and by them 
to W ashington, where the sick, dis 
ailed, maimed and otherw ise unfit In­ 
dividuals are segregated, but those 
who appear to be good m aterial for 
soldiers and whose cards do not indi­ 
cate that they are exempt under the 
law, will be notified along in Beptem- j 
ber to appear before a medical ex­ 
am iner. 
Each 
person registered is 
given a certificate to carry in the 
pocket. 
The penalties for failure to register 
are severe, both on the officers and 
the Individuals. But registration docs 
not mean th at the individual is to be­ 
come a soldier. 
It simply means th at 
he is enrolled as a possible soldier, 
though not even a probable soldier 
in all cases. 
All who cannot by reason of sick­ 
ness of other inability to get to the 
registration place are required to send 
somebody to the voting box to regis­ 
ter for them. Absolutely nobody w ith­ 
in the specified ages is exempt. 
In order to give registration-day as 
wide publicity as possible the m inis­ 
ters of all faiths and all colors and 
races are asked by Sheriff Nunn to 
announce from their pulpits that reg­ 
istration day takes place Tuesday, 
June 5, and to make It plain th at ev­ 
ery male person, regardless of who 
or w hat he may be, must register 
on th at day.

Philadelphia, May 23.—The Phila­ 
delphia Press will publish a story to 
the effect th at America lias found 
the pee feet answ er to the German sub­ 
m arine terror. 
It Is said to be a m er­ 
chant subm arine standardized at about 
75i)0 tons or 8000 tons dead weight of 
such speed th at it can. even when 
subm erged easily elude any surface 
pursuer and is nonsinkable. 
The craft, the invention of Simon 
Lake, according to the Press, is cap 
able of subm erging within half a m in­ 
ute anVl has been so standardized and 
simplified that Hie first one may be 
turned out in four m onths and others 
after that at the rate of three or four 
a week. 
It will burn heavy oil and 
the construction is said to be such 
that its parts cat) be made sim ul­ 
taneously in many widely scattered 
steel plants and assem bled in a cen­ 
tral plant w ithin a few days.

well as furnishing such money as they 
can in this way. 
If not able to pay 
out the money from th eir own ac­ 
counts now, it is suggested that they 
< an make arrangem ents for it ana 
m ake the purchase of bonds at this 
time. 
Ail, of course, are expected to 
subscribe. 
As the bonds draw 3 1-2 
per cent interest they are in fact as 
good as putting money in a savings 
bank for the benefit of the growing 
children. The bonds are of course 
good collateral should one desire to 
use them in that way. 
T heir purchase 
will inculcate habits of thrift, and 
th at is one thing for which we as a 
people have always been criticised. 
All the Bryan banks have been au­ 
thorized to receive m oney in payment 
for these bonds, and several sales 
have been made, some two or three 
weeks ago, so that Bryan has started 
to do her duty to the nation.

T he m ethod of fatten in g c a ttle by 
the lavish use of corn, such as was 
the com m on p ractice when th e price 
of g rain wa? low. the sta te m e n t de­ 
ciares, m ay not be profitable a t the 
p resen t prices. 
T h e ex ten siv e use of 
corn silage, w hen properly com bined 
w ith o th er feeds, lias d em o n strated its 
efficiency and econom y. 
T he 
s ta te ­ 
m ent con tin u es: 
"T h e U niversity of M issouri m a rk e t­ 
ed five lots of tw o y ear-o ld s te e rs on 
May 8, w hich m ark s th e com pletion 
of a 130 d ay feeding test. 
T he object 
of th e te s t w as to study the possibility 
of flattening c attle by th e ex ten siv e 
use of corn silage w ith o a t th e addi­ 
tion of lo rn In th e ration. Ic addition 
the value and relativ e value of cot­ 
tonseed m eal and old proceas linseed 
oil m eal, w hen used In ra tio n s c o n sist 
ing largely of silage, also w as stu d ­ 
ied. 
“T h is is th e second of tw o te s ts 
conducted du rin g tw o d ifferen t years.
